Double Patenting Rejection 

Claims 45-67 and 85-101 have been rejected on the 
basis of non-statutory obviousness-type double patenting in 
view of U.S. Patent No. 6,503,581. A Terminal Disclaimer 
to the ^581 Patent is submitted herewith. The appropriate 
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government fee for the Terminal Disclaimer is paid 
concurrently herewith. 

Claim Rejection 35 USC 112 

Claims 93-101 had been rejected as indefinite and the 
Examiner had suggested amending each of these claims with 
respect to their dependence. Such a suggestion is 

appreciated and has been adopted herein.
